With SPICE or any other simulator, the results can never be better than the 
model you feed into it. The simulator's basic function is solving a large 
array of simultaneous equations. Their power is the ability do so very 
quickly and repeatedly, and that numerical "solvers" can find reasonably 
accurate solutions to non-linear systems that are difficult (or impossible) 
to solve algebraically. 


The weakness lies in the garbage in = garbage out equation. Computers 
repeat whatever lies you program them to tell (with more decimal places). 


If your SPICE model omits or has the wrong value for a critical part of the 
model, then SPICE produces highly detailed incorrect results. No simulator 
will help you understand the circuit better than you can identify what is 
(and isn't) important to its operation. 


Using "canned" parts models compounds this danger: they're often only good 
for "nominal" conditions, or are simplified to keep the computational load 
within reason (op-amp models are almost always simplified, not true models 
of the internal circuits). If you don't know and observe the models' 
limitations, they'll fool you sooner or later. 


Other traps are failing to consider device parasitics. Every capacitor 
(even SMT parts) has lead inductance. Every inductor has stray capacitances 
and self-resonances. Every resistor has some of each. Real circuits have no 
magical "node zero" ground that never has voltage drop. Every trace is a 
transmission line, and is coupled to all those other transmission lines. 
The parts don't all run at the same temperature, even within an IC, and 
that temperature will change during operation... 


When you try to model all the effects, the model complexity for all but the 
simplest designs quickly becomes prohibitive. The art of simulation is 
being able to identify which effects are important and must be included, 
which probably aren't but should be tried at least once just to be sure, 
and which are irrelevant and may be safely ignored. Once you're practicing 
that art, you'll find the simulator is checking your arithmetic and 
grinding out repetitive tolerance studies, etc. It isn't telling you more 
about the circuit than you already understood, because you had to 
understand the circuit to compose a trustworthy model in the first place. I 
think that's the point Bob Pease is making, and it's an important one.
